The World of Wheat

It is seldom that the West has 
had such a fine open fall giving the 
opportunity, which no doubt many 
farmers are seizing, of doing some 
fall work on those fields which need 
cultivating. 


Since harvest many weed plants 
have aitained a fair growth, but 
these young plants are still weak, 
and so light. discing or cultivation 
would destroy vast quantities of 
them. 

Then, too, the same discing or cul- 
tivation would start many weed 
seeds to germinate which up to now 
have been lying dormant. The 
young plants, from seeds which only 
now start to germirate, will be! 
tender; the cold and ice of the win- 


ter, therefore, will destroy many ai 


them. All in all, then, farmers who 
can do a little work on their land 


before freeze-up have the opportunity ‘ 


of destroying uncountable multi- 
tudes of the farmers’ main enemy, 
and chief robber. of income—wecds. 

Two years ago, the “Crop Test: 
ing Plan,’ it will be remembered, 
made a test with 450 plots over the 
prairies to see how many bushels per 
acre’ weeds stole from the wheat 
crop. Half the plots were weeded 
and half were not weeded. The 
plots that were not weeded averaged 
18 percent less yield than the plots 
which were weeded. Bighteen per 
cent is a serious loss of income to 
the farmer. 

Following factors have tended to 
raise price:—Southern hemisphere 
wheat prospects are below average; 
The Balkan countries are facing a 
possible critical fond shortage as a 
result of crop failure; Production of 
winter wheat in Sweden is estimat- 
ed at fifteen million bushels under 
|last year. ; 

Following factors have tended to 
lower price:—Berlin reports that 
Germany's bread grain harvest would 
only be two per cent under the peace 
time average; Owing to a shortage 
of wheat in Italy cornmeal will pro- 
bably be mixed with wheat flour. 
A large supply of cornmeal is avail- 
able; Farmers in most sections of 
Western Europe are planning to in- 
crease the acreage to winter grains.

MISUNDERSTANDINGS ABOUT 
SLEEP ‘ 


Dr. J. P. 8. Cathcart, writing in the 
National Health Review, gives it 
as his opinion that most adults spend 
too much time in sleeping. He is 
evidently of the opinion that six 
/hours a day rather than ten, form 
an adequate amount of sleep for the 
adult. 

“Most patients,” he says, “and 
not a few physicians, are still im- 
|} pressed by the admonitions of child- 
hood that sleep, and lots of it, is 
extremely essential.” 

While this applies to children, Dr. 
Cathcart asserts that there is good 
reason to think that in adults the 
importance of sleep is jover-rated, 
and that most of our patients are 


troubled not by lack of sleep but) 


by over-concern regarding some |it- 
tle delay in getting to sleep, or of 
trequent waking, or of a tired feel- 
jing in the following morning. One's 
personal opinion is that most per- 
sons, unless kept awake because of 
pain, sleep more than they think they 
do. 

Apart from discomfort or pain, the 
most common cause of insomnia is 
some emotional situation usually in 
relation to the past events of the 
day. It is frequently found that at 
the hour of retiring the mind is too 
active and that the thinking pro- 
cesses cannot be stopped. 

Most of these cases: of sleepless- 
ness are the result of bad habits — 
the giving encouragement after re- 
tiring to the thoughts and troubles of 
the day instead of pulling the cur- 
tain and leaving troublesome prub- 
lems to the next day. But it is not 
so easy to do this. A hearty late 
meal, a day of excitement or the use 
of a stimulant just before bedtime 
sometimes prevents sleep. In elderly 
persons a stimulant, such as a small 
dose of whiskey, is often a pro- 
moter.of sleep. 

, It is a common observation among 
those who have charge of insane 
persons who awaken early, after two 
” three hours sleép and then whoop 


jit up until) daylight or longer, that 


these persons will remain awake for 
18 or 19 hours out of the 24, and 


thus consume an enormous amount of 
energy, yet they put on weight, look 
the picture of health and are well 
except for the mental state. There 
is a host of drugs which will enforce 
sleep. One should, if possible, avoid 
their use, except under the direction 
of a physician. As Dr. Cathcart 
says: “mutch thought, money and 
energy “are being devoted to the per- 
fection of a satisfactory sedative and 
yet is probable that no greater dis- 
service could be done humanity than 
the discevery of an ideal sleep-induc- 
ing drug.

News ‘was conveyed by word 
of mouth or by written message, and 
sometimes, with hazards of travel, it 
arriveé garbled and late, perhaps too 
late. The enormous volume of print- 
ted material which we now use in the 
ordinary and extra-ordinary occupa- 
tions of every day should scarcely be 
taken for granted without a thought 
of how it has come to us. It is vhe 
product of inventive genius and pains- 
taking industry of man, of the min- 
erals, timber and power derived from 
our earth. An accofhplishment of 
a relatively short period in the his- 
tory of mankind, it is our inheritance 
to be cherished in further experimen- 
tation and development, and in use, 
to extend ‘knowledge, the perception 
of beauty, and enjoyment of the com- 
| forts of modern life. 

Johann Gutenberg, bofn about 1400 
was a member of a patrician family 
in Mainz connected with the metal- 
working trade. A serious conflict 
with certain Craft Guilds (the Trades 
Unions of-those days) drove the fam- 
ily from Mainz, and in 1434 or earlier, 
Gutenberg was working in the neigh- 
boring city of Strasbourg. He occu- 
pied himself with mechanical inven- 
tions, and from 1436 onward he was 
preoccupied with their application to 
printing. He experimented with me- 
tals of different kinds for making 
type bodies with individual letter 
faces on the end. From the patterns 
he struck matrices, and constructed 
a mould in which. to cast accurate 
reproductions of the types in large 
quantities. The principle of the 
press had long been. known and ap- 
plied in the making of wine and 
cheese, then adapted to’ making irm- 
pressions from wood blocks. Now
